FIFTEEN  PERCENT  COMMISSION  PAID  ON  EVERGREENS 


We  do  not  recommend  landscaping  with  Evergreens.  Your 
chances  of  obtaining  an  order  will  be  far  greater  if  you  suggest  a 
planting  of  Flowering  Shrubs,  Vines,  Climbing  Roses  and  Orna¬ 
mental  Lawn  Trees. 

It  is  impossible  to  quote  lower  prices  on  Evergreens  because  the 
cost  of  handling,  packing  and  shipping  them  is  exceptionally  heavy. 
Evergreens,  as  you  know,  have  a  resinous  root  system  which  cannot 
be  exposed  to  the  air  for  any  length  of  time,  as  the  resin  in  the  root 
will  harden  and  the  Evergreen  will  not  live.  It  is  necessary  there¬ 
fore,  to  protect  the  root  system  with  a  large  heavy  ball  of  earth, 
wrapped  in  burlap.  Frankly,  in  many  cases  the  cost  of  packing  and 
transportation  due  to  the  weight  of  this  heavy  ball  of  earth  amounts 
to  considerably  more  than  the  cost  of  propagating  the  Evergreen 
itself.  This  is  a  condition  which  holds  true  only  in  the  case  of 
Evergreens  and  not  other  classes  of  stock. 

To  enable  you  to  supply  your  customers  with  fine  quality,  shapely 
Evergreens,  we  have  cut  our  prices  of  Evergreens  to  the  bone.  We 
handle  Evergreens  on  a  very  small  margin  of  profit,  as  an  accom¬ 
modation  to  our  customers,  for  we  realize  that  there  are  occasions 
when  it  is  necessary  for  you  to  book  a  few  Evergreens  along  with 
other  items  of  stock. 


The  rate  of  commission  allowed  on  Evergreen  orders,  has  been 
fixed  at  15%.  It  is  decidedly  to  your  advantage  therefore  to  talk 
up  other  kinds  of  stock  instead  of  Evergreens  and  get  paid  your 
full  rate  of  commission. 

To  increase  your  earnings,  we  urge  you  to  point  out  to  your  pros¬ 
pect  that  the  latest  style  in  Home  Landscaping  consists  of  a  planting 
of  Flowering  Shrubs,  Vines,  Lawn  Trees  and  Climbing  Roses,  and 
in  many  cases  bright-flowering,  low-growing  Perennials  (planted  in 
front  of  the  Flowering  Shrubs).  Should  Evergreens  be  used  in  such 
a  planting,  Landscape  Authorities  recommend  a  very  limited  num¬ 
ber  only.  This  is  a  style  trend  away  from  the  dull  monotony  of 
dark  green  unrelieved  by  bright  colors  which  has  become  so  tire¬ 
some  in  recent  years  where  house  after  house  has  been  planted 
entirely  with  Evergreens. 

Evergreens  may  be  included  with  other  items  of  stock  on  the 
same  order  blank  and  we  will  figure  your  commission  accordingly. 
You  may  assure  your  customer  that  all  Evergreens  ordered  through 
you  will  be  fine  selected  specimens,  balled  and  burlapped,  and 
covered  by  our  liberal  free  replacement  guarantee.

When  so-called  "Cheap  Evergreens”  are  planted,  the 
unfortunate  home-owner  finds  after  a  few  short  years  that 
his  grounds  are  disfigured  with  tall,  unsightly,  ill-shaped 
large  trees  instead  of  the  compact,  shapely,  low-growing 
specimens  a  Superior  Quality  Planting  will  insure. 

To  propagate  Superior  Quality  Evergreens,  the  kind 
that  will  surely  please  the  most  particular  customer,  a 
painstaking  slow  process  requiring  years  of  labor  and 
experience,  of  root  pruning,  top  clipping,  and  leader 
removal  is  necessary.  Such  propagation  methods  are 
naturally  expensive  but  result  in  the  production  of  fine 
compact  Evergreens,  the  kind  everyone  wants.  For  that 
reason  a  home  landscape  planting  consisting  entirely  of 
Evergreens  calls  for  a  greater  investment  than  a  planting 
of  Flowering  Shrubs. 

Evergreens  are  quoted  only  at  these  Special  Advertising 
prices,  even  when  but  one  Evergreen  is  wanted.

A  word  about  large  size  Evergreens.  Experience  has 
shown  that  when  an  attempt  is  made  to  transplant  Ever¬ 
greens  of  sizes  larger  than  those  listed  herewith,  there  is 
great  danger  of  failure.  The  sizes  we  offer  are  the  sizes 
we  recommend  for  successful  transplanting.  Evergreens 
do  not  transplant  as  readily  as  other  classes  of  nursery 
stock  due  to  the  nature  of  the  root  system  and  to  the  fact 
that  it  is  impossible  to  grow  a  root  system  large  enough 
in  size  to  entirely  balance  the  top,  as  Evergreens  do  not 
lend  themselves  readily  to  top  pruning  the  same  as  other 
classes  of  nursery  stock.  Therefore,  we  do  not  grow,  recom¬ 
mend,  or  offer  for  sale  any  larger  sizes  than  those  shown 
on  this  list.
